•x cKsa t know how nuch ihnnov&mont 1.: expected or is possible, but 1 do know that 
what recovery is possible will take a long time and I'm trying to psych myself up for it. 
x|ve teen told that I'll bo lucky to be able to spend 10 minuses at a time outside this 
winter and right now I can't w^lk to out mailbox and back, about 800 feet. 

My immediate hope is that I’ll soon get to where I can sleep the night through. I'm 
uo now about every 3^*—45 minutes. Ckuiorally I fall right back to sleeu after le t t i ng the 
leg hang and then walking around a bit, but this morning I gave up at 3*30, and it is not 
the only such time. 

There are still withhold Dallas records. % ap aal has finally been acted on, after 
years and perhaps a fire drawer of appeals and doaumentation of them, which make a 
separate and historically important record. The decision was bucked upward anti I don't 
icacw when i'll hear. I expect that as a result I'll be getting at least some additional 
records, but I don't really know.

We have not had any support and the costs hSve been f asnattic. Now when I need help 
even more there is even less probability of any being available. 

I have all She records exactly as I received them and they are filed by their ? 3 I 
(and other) file numbers. Ea^h file drawer has its contents notes on the outside and there 
is also a card file by means of which, if one knows the number of the record,, one can 
determine immediately which cabinet and which drawer within that cabinet to got. 

After four years of stonewalling I'm also getting Xsj records, as Roger probably 
told you. In those I've found proof that the LBJ BJ had a 'special task force in support 
of the VC * 3 findings. I’ve filed a recquest for its records. 

As I read records, to the degree possible I've made copies for subject filing. These 
now fill an entire file cabinet. But with so much paper, without something of this sort 
retrieval becomes largely impossible.
